the roads improved. 

That improved roads would benefit 
our country school system there would 
seem to be no doubt. Improved roads 
make It possible to consolidate or cen- 
tralize the schools and to establish 
graded echcols In the rural districts. 
Buch school* centrally located will ac- 
commoCate all of the children w ithiu a 
radius of l: m four to five miles. In 
many communities having the advan- 
tage of improved roads commodious 
buildings have been provided, more 
competent teachers have been era- 
ployed, and modern facilities for teach- 
ing have been supplied at a minimum 
cost. For Instance, since the improve- 
ment of the main highways In Durham 
county. North Carolina, the number ol 
school hoe s has been reduced from 
CS to 42, of which 17 are graded and 
have two or more rooms and employ 
two or more teacher*. 

Tbere are at the present time about 
two thour:-nd consolidated rural 
schools in the V'uited States. It ap- 
pears that Massachusetts, Ohio and 
Indiana have made the greatest prog- 
resa along these lines, and it is rather 
significant to note that in these states 
about one-third of the roads have been 
Improved. Aecoiding to statistics of 
the agricultural depanment ther. was 
expended in 1899, $22.1 16 in Massachu- 
setts for the conveyance of pupils to 
consolidated schools, but in 1908 the 
expenditure for this purpose amounted 
to HW.flt lu Indiana the expendi- 
ture for this purpose In 1904 amounted 
to tSG.OOO, while in 1908. $290,000 was 
expended. This expenditure for trans- 
portation n fleets. In a general way, 
the extent r'ld progress of this new 
educational raovemi ut. It must not be 
understood that this Is an additional 
burden, as lb* expenditure thus mado 
is saved In ether directions .

While bran bread is so popular with

Bran Bread.— 
Take three cup- 
fuls of bran, a 
< upful of graham, 
a half-cupful of 
floor, a teaspoonful of salt, a teaspoon- 
ful of soda dissolved in three-fourths 
of a cupful of molasses, one cupfcl of 
raisins, dates or figs or a mixture of 
the three, two cupfuls of swe<»t milk, 
■tir and let stand a half-hour to let the 
soda act on the mixture, ae it does 
not make it light euough without 
Bake in a large loaf two hours. 

Nut Loaf. — To two cttpfuls of mixed 
nut meats, using Brazil, pecans and 
peanuts, add one-half a teaspoonful of 
•alt, next stir In six finely chopped 
bananas; when well blended press 
Into a mold and steam steadily for 
three hour.-. Cook on ice and serve 
in slicee.

am satisfied we harvest from three- 
quarters to one ton of bay per acre 
more where we use the fertilizer 
The fertilizer can be sown late in tha 
fall before the snow covers the 
ground, or in the early spring. 

Success With Cattle. 
Said Prof. J. M. Truman, of the 
State Agricultural college: "If success 
has been obtained In one breed of cat- 
tle, stick to that breed." President 
W H Lee advises that the summer 
silos should largely take the place of 
the pastures after June. He predicted 
a great increase in the average grain 
yield aud In the culture of alfalfa. He 
thought that many farmers In remote 
districts would do better in raising 
good cows to sell than shipping milk, 
cream or butter.
